Interesting Experiments in Magnetism. 


W« witnessed, a few evenings since, at the 


office of Dr. Jbsiah Dean in this city, several 
highly interesting experiments in Animal Mag- 
netism. We do not intend to assnme, even 
that there ts any Animal Magnetism, bat will 
|ost state a few facts as witnessed by us and 
leave each one to form-Ms own conclusions. 


The subject placed in the magnetic state by 


Dr. Deane was a young man named 
Tilden who is both deaf and dumb. He had 
gained some information respecting magnetism 
snd/pplied to Dr. Deane to be magnetized, in 
the hope, that, gomeway, good might come ot it 
to himself. The Dr. succeeded in magnetising 
him .and", after repeated experiments invited in W£, 
several of bis friends to witness what appeared 
to be of-so much interest. After the subject was 


,/m the magnetic state, with hiseyesclosed 


snd erpart of the time with his eyes bandaged, 
KB limbs were attracted and-placed in various 
poeitioni at the will of the rnagnetiser. 
He 


would rise from the chair and approach the mag- 
netiser at several paces distant and follow him 
about the room; and during one of these jour- 
nies he was stopped- short by his limbs being 
made riggid. This greatly alarmed him, and 
when, asked by Dr. Deane if he could see re- 
turned for an-answer^ipon the slate in his hand, 
that he could "not see with his eyes but could 
see him in his mind with other eyeg." He was 
placed in communication with another mute ot 
his acquaintance and commenced conversation 
by signs, which however soon became so rapid 
that they could not be read. During one of these 
conversations he went on to describe as he said 
his brother's house in Lowell Mass.1, At another 
time he described a beautiful grove with men 
and women walking. 


Several experiments were tried in Phreno- 


magnetism. To most of the organs he instan- 
taneously gave the natural language in gesture 
and-itv-tae expression of his countenance. Upon 
the organ of tune being ex-cited he essayed to 
ling, giving the prolonged soundjof singing.with 
• noise resembling hard breathing. 
His attitude
